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Hamilton Co. fined for diggin 


Department of the Interior issues $6,533 penalty for 
violating law to protect Native American grave sites

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The U.S. Department of the Interior 
has fined the Hamilton County Parks 
Department for violating a federal law 
designed to protect Native American 
graves. 


The $6,533 fine was issued after an 
IndyStar investigation found that ar- 
chaeologists and park officials ran 
roughshod over the Native American 
Graves Protection and Repatriation Act. 

From 2001 to 2011, archaeologists 
from Indiana University-Purdue Uni- 
versity Fort Wayne excavated Native 
American sites at Strawtown Koteewi 


Park. They pulled some 500,000 items 
from the ground, including more than 
90,000 artifacts associated with human 
remains and 200 human bone and teeth 
samples, and put them in storage for po- 
tential study. 

The archaeologists and park officials 
failed to notify and consult with tribal 
leaders during the excavations, as re- 
quired by federal law. Several Native 
American tribes filed complaints after

Law allows it, but the

Twice emergency personnel used 
an overdose-reversing drug, Narcan, 
on people found unconscious on Bar- 
tholomew Consolidated Schools’ prop- 
erty. 

The first time the person wasn't ac- 
tually overdosing, so it did nothing. 
The second time, last fall, it saved a 
student’s life. 

That’s why the district in Colum- 
bus, Ind., keeps one dose ready in each 
of its 18 buildings. 

“You can potentially save a life,” 
said Larry Perkins, student assistance 
coordinator for Bartholomew Schools. 
“You can also save young people from 
that trauma of witnessing young peo- 
ple dying in front of them.” 

He said the conversation about 
stocking the drug started in 2015 be- 
cause the district “recognized that we 
have a heroin epidemic.” 

Every week the state’s emergency 
rooms encounter an average of more 
than 400 overdose visits, according to 
the Indiana State Department of 
Health. In 2016, opioids killed 619 Hoo- 
siers.

Army allows mental health waivers 
after effort to curb military suicides 


People with some mental conditions will be able to join the Army under a waiver 
system started in August. 

The Army had ended a previous program in 2009, amid a rash of suicides in the 
service. But given pressing recruiting requirements and the availability of medical 
data, that decision was reversed. 

The conditions addressed under the policy include “self-mutilation,” bipolar 
disorder, depression, and drug and alcohol abuse. An Army spokesman told 
USA TODAY that the additional data available to screeners allow the service to 
consider “the whole person.” 

However, the risk remains that the conditions might emerge again under the stress
